DISCUSS ELEVATOR BILL’, 


DEBATE IN SENATE ON THE NEW! 


GRAIN MEASURE 


Senator Lougheed Believes That’ Lei 
islation is Justified in View of the! 
Frauds That Have Been Reported! 
—Remarkable Strength of the, 
Grain Growers’ Association is Sub- 
ject of Comment. 


Ottawa.—In the senate Senator 
Lougheed resumed the debate on the 
grain bill. An examination of the! 
bill showed that a commission was to! 
be appointed to deal with the grain 
question, The government had given 
much attention to grain inspection, 
but had not succeeded so far in check- 
ing the regular practices of mixing 
in the terminal elevators. He read 
an article, which stated thet*fhe sev- 
enty inspectors had failed for years 
to stop a practice which took monéy 
from the pockets of farmers for the 
benefit of elevator men, and to the 
detriment of the reputation in Liver- 
pool of Canada’s wheat. If the law 
had been properly administered in 
the .past he thought such extensive 
frauds as had been alleged could not 
have been practiced. The new bill 
proposed to remedy this, and though} 
the plan was somewhat paternal he 
thought that, in view of the frauds 
which had been reported the legisla- 
tion was justified. That the farmers 
were not altogether helpless was 
shown by the fact that the Grain} 
Growers’ association, composed whol- 
ly of farmers, had in a few years de- 
veloped such a grain handling busi- 
ness that in 1910 it had handled 
16,000,000 bushels of wheat on a capi- 
tal of $293,000, and had made a profit 
of $95,000, or about 45 per cent. A 
farmer was becoming as well able to 
handle his money as was anyone else. 

Senator Lougheed said he hoped) 
that partisan consideration would not 
enter into the ,question in selecting 
the three gentlemen who will form 
the committee. He thought that the 
committee should be self-supporting. 

Senator Douglas described the oper- 
ation of milling inferior and treated 
wheat with sound, high-grade wheat 
for the purpose of bringing up the 
grade and selling value. The effect 
was to defraud the purchaser and in- 
jure the reputation of all Canadian 
grain in Liverpool, and in that way 
injured the farmers. Some held that 
mixing was a legitimate practice. He 
held that it was nefarious. 

He had heard in Winnipeg the re- 

ort that an effort would be made to 
egalize the practice of mixing. If 
such a proposal was made it should 
be refused. The bill under considera- 
tion seemed to provide machinery ig 
remedy the practises. complained 4f. 
The success or failure of the bill 
would depend upon the integrity and 
character of the commissioners. He 
would rather see business men than 
experts named as commissioners. One 
of the commissioners should have a 
knowledge of law. 

Senator Douglas said that buyers of 
the West had frequently bought grain 
at a grade below its true grade and 
below that at which they sold it. The 
result was that the farmer lost about 
ten cents a bushel. 

The bill was given its second read- 
ing.

The 
result is that the last block of open 
rairie land in the West available for 
omestead entry and pre-emption has 
now been practically taken up and 
future homesteaders will have to re- 
sort to the partially wooded lands of 
the northern and outlying districts 
and will have to purchase from the 
railway companies and other holders.

It 
elicited prolonged cheers and enthusi- 
asm from the members of the ‘associ- 
ation. 

Sir Frederick stated that the report 
had been pleasant reading to him, in 
so far the artillery of Canada was 
concerned, and he thought it should 
be very satisfactory to the militia as 
a whole. 

General French had not considered | 
in his report, and had not been -ex- 
pected to do so, the difficulties exist- 
ing in Canada as regards the forming 
of regiments, the getting of officers 
and men, ete, He had been expected 
to report on the force as he found it, 
as a unit ready to take the field, and | 
he had done so. 

“Our friends of the press published 
all about the report before they knew 
anything about it,” said the minister, 
*‘But since it was issued we have not 
heard so much about it. They have 
quieted down. 

“It was a most fortunate thing for | 
the militia of Canada that such a} 
great authority as General French 
paid them a visit. I consider that 
his opinion is of more use to Canada} 
than, that of any other living man. 

“It was not his business to look 
into difficulties. He looked at it as a 
fighting foree. One of the difficulties 
met with in England also is in get- 
ting officers and men. We have to 
rely on men for officers who have a 
distinct taste for military work.” 

Sir Frederick, in reply to a ques- 
tion, told the association ‘that he 
was submitting estimates to the cab- 
in@t tor the sendihg of an artillery 
team to Great Britain this summer, 
and he had great hopes that it would 
pass. 


FRANCE WILL PRESS FOR PEACE

Paris. — Peace advocates in. the 
Chamber of Deputies returned to the 
charge.

Minneapolis, Minn.—The Hague 
tribunal, the permanent court of ar- | 
bitration, recently decided that Great 
Britain is not bound to surrender} 
Vinaiak Savarkar, the Indian law 
student, to the French government. 

The man escaped to French soil | 
when the vessel on which he was be- 
ing returned to India for trial fol-| 
lowing his arrest in London, stopped 
in the harbor of Marseilles. He was 
arrested by the police and turned over | 
to the British deputies.

Immigration of Negroes Stopped 

Winnipeg.—The Dominion Govern- 
ment has decided to stop the immi- 
gration of negroes from the United 
States into Western Canada, and have 
stopped at the boundary a party of| 
negroes as undesirable citizens. Quite | 
a number of negroes have taken up 
land as farmers in Alberta, north- 
west of Edmonton, during the past 
two years and there has been con- 
siderable friction among the settlers 
in consequence.

SCHEME FOR PUBLICITY 


Towns From Red Deer North Unite | 

to Raise About 
$16,000 
Edmonton. Twenty-two delegates 
representing the Boards of trade and | 
publicity bureaus of a dozen towns} 
and cities in Northern Alberta, | 
with Edmonton as the central point, 
pledged themselves at a convention 
in the Board of Trade rooms recently | 
to assist in raising the sum of $16,-| 
000 for a huge publicity campaign to! 
advertise the advantages of the Nor- 
thern Alberta towns and cities and 


| the district. 


One of the primary. objects of the 
campaign will’ be to remove the im-, 
pression created by” the name of 
Northern Alberta, which has always | 
been applied to towns and cities now 
concerned in this movement, and 
which will henceforth be known as 
being in Central Alberta. 

All towns and cities from Athabasca 
on the North, which, in fact, is the 
real geographical - centre of the pro- 
vince, to Red Deer on the South, and 
from Edson on the West, near the 
mountains, to Lloydminster on the 
East, at the eastern boundary of the 
province, have been invited to par-| 
ticipate in the movement and it is 
probable that the majority of them 
will do so. The campaign includes 20 
or more towns.

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THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON X.—FIRST QUARTER, 
FOR MARCH 6, 1911, 


Text of the Lesson, | Kings ti, 1-18. 
Memory Verses, 11, 1!2—Golden 
Text, Gen. v, 24—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


As we come to Elijah’s farewell to 
earth for the present we might with 
great profit review and ponder his di- 
rect messages from the Lord, whieh, 
if I have counted correctly, were just 
eight (1 Kings xvii, 2, 8; xviii, 1; xx, 
9, xxi, 17, 28; II Kings i, 2, 15). In 
the previous chapter in connection 
with the messages from heaven to 
Elijah notice how God observes all 
that is done for or against Him, and 
also how He tells His servants when 
to go or stay. ‘‘The ways of man are 
before the eyes of the Lord, and He 
pondereth all his goings’’ (Prov. v, 21). 
Note the fire from heaven in chapter 
i, 10, 12, and compare Rev. vi, 5. 

We should have noticed in last les- 
son the penitence of Ahab and the 
Lord’s forbearance and long suffering 
(1 Kings xxi, 27-29). Truly He-is not 
willing that any should perish (II 
Pet. iii, 9). 

Now we came in our lesson of to- 
day to something wholly unique in the 
Bible story, for, although Enoch also 
was translated, we have no record of 
the incidents connected” therewith. 
Only these two have ever left the earth 
without dying, but a great company 
will have this privilege when Jesus 
shall come to the air for His church 
(I Cor. xv. 51, 52; I Thess. iv, 16-18). 
There is a fearful record in Rev. xix, 
20, of two men who shall be cast into 
the lake of fire without dying. 

This lesson story of the translation 
of Elijah and the beautiful devotion 
of Elisha is one of the most fascinat- 
ing in Scripture and intensely prac- 
tical. They are more intimately as- 
sociated here than anywhere else, and 
their names, which are mentioned 
over twenty times in our lesson an 
signify “My God is Jehovah” and 
“My God is salvation,” are so sug- 
gestive of Him with whom they bot 
walked. ‘ 

Elisha’s oft repeated “As the Lord 
liveth and as thy soul liveth I will 
not leave thee’’ (verses 2, 4, 6) remind 
us of the devotion of Ruth to Naomi 
and of Ittai to David fer the sake of 
the God. of Israel (Ruth i, 16, 17; II 
Sam. xv, 21). ‘ 

The expressions ‘So they went,’ 
“So they came,”’ “They two went on,’’ 
“They two stood,” “They two went 
over,” “They still went on and talk- 
ed’’ (verses 2, 4, 6, 7, 8, 11), suggest 
to us the possibility of such a fellow- 
ship with the Lord Jeous;Chrict Him- 
self, seeing no one but Jesus only with * 
ourselves and so occupied with Him 
that we shall be blind and deaf to all 
but Him (Mark ix, 8; Acts xxii, 11). 
The four places mentioned are easily 
suggestive of different stages of 
Christian experience, Gilgal remind- 
ing us of the reproach of Egypt rolled 
away, the past under the blood (Josh, 
v. 9, 10). Bethel tells of visions of 
God, ministering angels, ete.; Jericho 
was where the new captain appeared 
to Joshua, and the thirteenth round 
of the city brought down the walls. 

All this indicates progress in the 
divine life, but there is always more 
for us to enjoy, and we will increas- 
ingly , possess our possessions if we 
whole heartedly follow on (Obad. 
xvii; Hos. vi, 3). 

To Elijah’s ‘question, ‘“‘Ask what I 
shall do for thee,’’ Elisha promtply re- 
plied, ‘‘Let a double portion of thy 
When 
Elijah considered what he had passed 
through we do not wonder that he 


}said to the man who wanted a double 


portion of his spirit, “Thou has asked 
a hard thing.’”’

HERE are “good germs” and | 
“bad germs,” just as there are 
“good trusts” and “bad trusts.” 


“Germ busting’ In some re 
spects resembles “trust busting.” Pub- | 
licity and the light of day are sup- 
posed to be correctives for bad trusts, 
Sunshine and fresh air will unques- 
tionably restrain the activities of bad | 
germs, 

An example of a good germ is the 
lactic acid bacillus found in sour milk 
Tablets containing these germs are 
now used in medicine for the treat- 
ment of intestinal trouble, it having 
been found that they destroy certain | 
harmful bacteria that flourish in the | 
intestines. In fact, the “elixir of life” | 
in the form of artificially soured milk | 
may now be purchased at soda foun- ; 
tains, but whether it is a real elixir; 
and actually prolongs life by killing off | 
the bacteria that produce old age has 
not been fully passed upon by science. |

Germs to Be Feared In the Home.: 

In the first place, germs should not 
be feared—a paradox, if you please. 
Respect them, but do not fear them. 
A “sound mind in a sound body” is 
not an easy mark for germs. But 
germs have power to injure those 
whose resistance is temporarily low- 
ered by fatizue, exposure or disease 
as well as the naturally feeble and 
nonresistant. 

The priucipal germ diseases that we 
have to contend with in the home are 
scarlet fever, measies, diphtheria, 
whooping ¢ough, smallpox, cholera, 
grip, pneumonia, tuberculosis, dysen- 
tary, typhoid fever and mularia. No 
doubt the time will come when these 
maladies will practically disappear 
from civilized communities, as indeed 
may almost be said at the present 
time of smallpox. But earnest and 
faithful work by medical men and 
cheerful co-operation by the public are 
pecessary to attain that end. 

It is better to prevent germs from 
breeding and multiplying than to de 
troy them; also it is better to be 
germ proof yourself than to rely over- 
much op expensive methods of destroy. 
ing them. It is fortunate that fresh 
air and sunlight are bealtb giving in- 
fluences for bumanity and death deal- 
ing influences for germs. Darkness, 
dampness, dissipation and dirt all fa- 
vor the growth of bacteria and also 
lower the resistance of the bumap 
body to their action.

Flies find a splendid breeding ground 
in a stable. Sewage vaults should be

lime or milk of lime. A filthy pigpen

Pigpens should be so built that they 
may be flushed out and cleaned. ‘The 
manure is a valuable fertilizer and may 
be stored, but should be covered with 
dry earth, chloride of lime or crude oil. 

The task of keeping flies out of the 
house is a difficult one. .Screens and a 
fly beater, fly paper, etc., only mitigate 
the evil. The rational method is to 
prevent breeding. 

The mosquito does not carry the 


germ of malaria on his feet, as the | 


housefly carries the typhoid bacillus, 
but in his salivary gland. 

The mosquito is known as the “in- 
termediate host” of the malarial para- 
site. In other words, the parasite is 
received into the digestive tract of the 
mosquito and hospitably entertained 
and developed until it passes into the 
salivary gland, from which it is in- 
jected into the next human that the 
mosquito bites. 

The mosquito must go and is going. 
The hospitality he has extended to the 
plasmodium of malaria bas downed 
him. But the “anopheles” mosquito is 
the genial host and the one which we 
must especially seek to, destroy. The 
common mosquito, “culex,”” which flies 
in the daytime, is harmless so far as 
we know. Anopheles may be known 
by its attitude on a flat surface—bind 
legs and body are elevated at an angle, 
while culex keeps the body parallel 
with the surface. Anopheles bas spot- 


ted wings, culex not. Anopholam bites.

How to Avoid Malaria. 

Avoid the anopheles mosquito and 

you will ayoid malaria. Bad air has 

positively nothing to do with malaria.

Screen your house and also screen 
your bed with netting if you live in a 
malarial locality. Best of all, do not 
let mosquitoes breed around your 
home. A small pail of standing water 
will produce thousands. I bave seen 
countless swarms of mosquitoes on a 


golf course where the sole breeding | 
places were a few water boxes for | 


washing golf balls. 

Allow no standing water around 
your place. Screen your water barrel 
or cistern. Pour coal oil along the 
margin of swamps or slow running 
streams. Drain all stagnant water. 
Deprive the mosquito of a place to 


breed and the “fever and ague” will 


not get you. 


Pneumonia, Grip, Etc. 

Every one fears scarlet fever, mea- 
sles, whooping cough and diphtheria, 
for they are well known to be commu- 
nicable or contagious. It is not so 
generally known that pneumonia is an 


infectious general disease witb a local 


tmunifestation in the lungs. The pneu- 
monia germ, rejoicing in several beau- 
tiful names, of which “Diplococcus 
pneumoniae” is the most commonly 
used, is rather short lived and easily 
killed by sunlight and fresb air. In 
the modern treatment of pneumonia 
these agencies are utilized, and the pa- 
tient Is treated so far as possible in 
the open air. Bvety precaution should 
be taken to destroy the sputum of 
pneumonie patients.

Interesting Figure Who Stands at the 
Head of the Catholics .f Manitoba 
Comes From St. Isidore, Quebec, 
and Served as a Missionary In the 
West \‘or Wany Years—Has Done 
Big Work. 

Bishops have always been interest- 
ing studies in Canada. An‘ there nev- 
er was a time when the bishop was 
of more practical interest in national 


life than at present, Of all Roman 
Catholic bishops in Canada there is 


none hore interesting than Arch- 
bishop Langevin of St. Boniface, 
Manitoba. Gossip or current rumor, 


says that Archbishop Langevin has 
lately put under the episcopal ban 
the more secular Catholi: papers of 
Quebec, notably -Le “Canada, La 
Presse, La Patrie, and Le Soleil, all 
more or less opposed to the “‘Nation- 
alist’? movement, and tied up to old- 
time politics; while he has excepted 
Le Devoir and L’Action, the former of 
which is Mr. Bourassa’s own organ 
and the latter supports him. His 
grace has denied the statement. Pre- 
cisely, which is right, is not of pro- 
found interest to the ordinary observ- 
tr, who is, however, keenly interested, 
in the case of a bishop who could. 
have been credited even inaccurately 
with taking sich a step.

element. To Archbishop Langevin it 
has a peculiar interest. Only the 
bishop can best understand how ‘the 
Roman Catholie cleric feels as the 
head of one element among so many. 
The French language is naturally pre- 
cious to the priest on the prairie. Once 
it was second to the Cree language, 
which, as the medium of intercourse, 
it replaced as the prairie began to fill 
up. Now other tongues rlus the oyer- 
whelming English have become domi. 
nant; and whether the priest is right 
or wrong he is at least sincere in his 
effortsto preserve the tongue of old 
France and of new France in that 
part of the world. 

Archbishop Langevin is well fitted 
to champion any apparently losing 
cause. He has a fine Aehting physique 
and great force of character. He has 
been many years a builder; pushing 
the work and the influence of his par- 
ish and later of his diocese into the 
remotest parts of the polyglot gate- 
way to the West, not only among new-
